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OBITUARY 
BISHOP DR. JEFF BANKS 


Bishop Jeff Banks, the son of the late Anna and James Banks was bom in Pittsburgh 


Pennsylvania, June 7, 1927. He received his formal education in the Pittsburgh school system. 
At age 9, Bishop began playing the piano and those who listened recognized that at an carly age 
the hand of God was upon him. Bishop served in the United States Armed Forces with an 
honorable discharge. Bishop pursued his gospel music career accompanying great artists as the 
late Mahalia Jackson, Mary Johnson Davis singers and Alex Bradford. The “Banks Brothers,” 
which included Bishop along with his brother Reverend Charles Banks, Pastor of the Greater 
Harvest Baptist Church, traveled extensively singing before mass audiences. They recorded on 
labels, RCA, Atlantic and Savoy. They were the first black gospel recording artists to appear at 
the Newport Jazz Festival in Rhode Island, Camegie Hall and Madison Square Garden. The 
epitome of the Banks Brothers’ gospel career was reached when they recorded “Lord I’ve Tried,” 


which became gold and platinum records. 
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birthed. In 1977 he was consecrated as Bishop of the Revival Temple Church Intemational.

Within his church he organized the Revival Temple choir, recording on Savoy label with such 
hits as “Prayer Will fix It Every Time”, and the latest release “I Am What God Says I Am.” 
Because of the “Bishop's” humanitarian spirit, he is the recipient of numerous accolades and 
awards from the Newark City Council, the Essex County Board of Freeholders, State of New 
Jersey Assembly, The Boy Scouts of America and the Leukemia Society just to name a few. 
Bishop Jeff Banks’ Day was declared in the City of Newark, October, 1984. In 1996, Bishop 
was presented an honorary doctorate degree from the Christian Bible Institute in Bloomfield, 
New Jersey 

Bishop Dr. Jeff Banks is survived by his devoted and loving wife Dr. Ema Ali, 


formerly of Miami, Florida; his loving brothers Reverend Charles Banks of Newark, John Henry
